WASHINGTON, May 28.—(#)— 


cleaners’ national code were swept 
out of existence today by Hugh S. 
Johnson in an order suspending every- 
thing but the Jabor provisions of that 
and six other service trade compacts. 

The action was taken under an 
executive order issued by President 
Roosevelt yesterday, which permitted 
localization of codes for trades not 
well integrated on national lines. The 
order followed months of unsatisfac- 
try effort hy NRA to enforee the 
cleaners’ code. 

The other trades left with skeleton- 
ized labor codes were: Auto storage 
and. parking, bowling and billiard 
places, barber shops, shoe repairing 
establishments, advertising ~ display 
installers, and advertising distribu- 


tors, 
Local Codes Allowed. 

All members of these groups can 
have local fair practice codes and 
price regulations if 85 per cent of the 
establishments in any city or desig- 
nated trade area agree among them- 
selves on schedules which are ac- 
ceptable to the administration. If 
they do, display of the Blue Eagle in 
that area is conditioned on compliance 
with the local code as well as the 
national one. If they make no ef- 
fort for such an agreement or fail to 
get together, the Blue Eagle may be 
displayed by all establishments which 
observe the maximum work hours, 
minimum wages, child labor prohibi- 
tion and collective bargaining guaran- 
tee which constitute the national 


code. 

Johnson’s order, like President 
Roosevelt’s was silent on the question | 
of legal enforcement for either nation- | 
al or local codes.

CO WAR OF PARAGUAY-BOLIVIA 


PRESIDENT TAKES 
LEAD IN EFFORT 
10 STOP GONFLICT 


Is First Action of Kind 
Under World Plan To 
Put End to Fatal Strug- 
gle of Small Nations in 
Jungle. 


PACTS ARE EVADED 
ON TECHNICALITY 


Nations of South Ameri- 

ca Express Willingness 
to Co-operate But Are 
Hampered by Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(/)—~— 
President Roosevelt outlawed the sale 
of munitions in this country to Bo- 
livia and Paraguay tonight in an un- 
precedented move to end the disas- 
trous war raging for more than a 
year in the South American interior. 

The chief executive signed a proc- 
lamation to that effect under author- 
ity of a resolution’ whipped through 
congress at his request and warned 
that all violations “will be rigorously 
prosecuted.” : 

The proclamation recited that he 
had been assured of the co-operation 


of other governments, without whose. 
assistance his advisers believed to- 
night’s action might fall far short of 
success. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that al- 
though willing in spirit, other South 
American countries find that treaties 
with Bolivia and Paraguay guaran- 
teeing 4 free flow of commerce are a 
serious obstacle to joining in concert- 
ed action. Diplomatic discussions are 
continuing. 

Unprecedented Action. 

State department authorities could 
recall no incident in all American 
history to compare with the banning 
of the sale of arms in this country to* 
the belligerants. There have been cases 
in which the Washington government 
has banned arms shipments to South 
American nations in which revolution 
and civil war were rampant. But 
there are no historical comparisons for 
stopping the sale of munitions to two 
fighting countries. 

American manufacturers sold $1,- 
050.045 worth of war implements ta 
Bolivia last year and $94,483 to Para- 
guay. For the first three months of 
this year the shipments totaled $509.- 
506 to Bolivia, or at almost a double 
rate. For the three months, sales to 
Paraguay totaled $175,718. 

The shipments consisted largely of 
aircraft, cartridges. machine guns, 
trucks and raw cotton. 

After reviewing the provisions of 
the resolution which reached the presi- 
dent's desk from the capitol only a 
few hours before the proclamation 
was signed, the latter document said: 

Text of Proclamation. 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, president of the United 
States of American, acting under and

by admonish all citizens of the United 
States and every person to abstain 
from every violation of the provisions 
of the joint resolution above set forth, 
hereby made applicable to Bolivia and 
Paraguay, and I do hereby warn

After ‘Black Widow’ S pider’s Bite 


BOISE, Idaho, May 28.—(4)—Un- 
conscious for five days from the bite 
of«the “Black Widow” spider, Dr. 
William Erkenbeck, 54-year-old phy- 
sitian of the little community of 
Grand View, on the Snake river, was 
described today as being in a critical 
condition. 

The physician was bitten on the 
leg eight days ago by the tiny spider, 
a glossy black insect barely larger 
than a pea, but with venom so pow- 
erful it is ranked as one of the most 
dangerous of its class and about as 
dangerous as a venemous snake. 

W. H. Wicks, state entomologist, 
said the spider is found generally over 
this section of the west, usually in 
small numbers. It inhabits dark re- 
— of buildings by preference, he 
said. 

Only the female, he said, is poison- 
ous, and she is distinguished from 
the male by a_ glowing red-orange 
markings on the under side of her ab- 
domen shaped like an hour glass. From 
this design the spider often is known 
as the “hour glass” spider. 

Its bite produces great pain in the 
regjon of the wound as well as in 
other parts of the body, Wicks said, 
and sometimes is fatal. It may be 
destroyed by mechanical means or by 
fumigation. 

Dr. Harold W. Stone, treating the 
victim here, said Dr. Erkenbeck suf- 
fered great pain for several days un- 
til he lapsed into a stupor Thursday, 
after which artificial feeding was nee- 
essary as his throat muscles collapsed. 


He was bitten as he stepped from his 
house at night clad only in pajamas.

ALABAMA SCIENTIST 
TESTED EFFECTS 

UNIVERSITY, Ala... May 28.—(#) 
The plight of Dr. William Erkenbeck, 
04-year-old Idaho physician, tonight 
recalled the experiment made here 
last November by Dr. Alan W. Blair, 
33-year-old University of Alabama 
Medical School faculty member, who 
purposely let a “black widow” spider 
bite him to determine the effect on 
human beings. 

The bite was followed by a sting- 
ing sensation as the spider's tiny jaws 
clamped his flesh. Pain rapidly fol- 
lowed in his hand, then the forearm, 
and up to the arm-pit. 

The pain in the arm was followed 
by cramps in the abdomen, dizziness 
and subnormal blood pressure. Dr. 
Blair refused treatment until the ef- 
fect on the heart muscles had been 
recorded on the electroc-cardio-graph- 
ic table. 

He then went to bed and his pain 
was relieved by opiates. 

For two days he was unable to eat, 
but after three days his strength be- 
gan to return, and today he is hale 
and hearty.

(yn the back there is a rich golden 
brown stripe, more pronounced near 
the tail than the head. On the sides, 
and especially on the flanks the color 
is an odd mixture of golden yellow 
and brown, so blended that the of- 
fect is monochrome, The tail is very 
distinctly bicolor, being brownish- 
black above and white beneath. The 
underside is white except for a flush 
of “ochraceous buff” on the abdomi- 
nal region. The feet, as is usual jn 
this genus, are white.

SIMPLER LEGAL CODES. 

As the Georgia Bar Association 
prepares tg gather in its annual 
convention its leaders should con- 
Sider the plea recently uttered by 
Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes, of 
the supreme court, for a simpler 
code of criminal laws as the best 
curb for law violation. 


At the recent session in Wash- 
ington of the American Law Insti- 
tute, President Roosevelt suggested 
that a clear, simple restatement 
of American criminal law would 
Strengthen the hands of enforce- 
ment agencies, a suggestion that 
was later earnestly supported by the 
chief justice, who, in addition, 
urged the necessity for the clarify- 
ing and simplifying of the present 
complex and intricate codes. 

The supreme court itself has al- 
ready taken steps in this direction 
in the rules governing its handling 
of criminal cases, laying down six 
new rules for criminal procedure 
which will become effective when it 
reassembles in September after the 
summer recess. The rules are chief- 
ly aimed at shortening the time be- 
tween sentences and the filing of 
appeals, thus eliminating one of the 
factors which now contribute to the 
long-drawn-out delays by which

Count Ignatieff 


Goes Back to Russia. 


Following the example of Prince 
Mirsky, Count Ignatieff, member of 
an old Russian noble family, whose 
father was prime minister under the 
czar, has decided to go back to his 
homeland and see what the bolsheviks 
have made out of Russia. Other Rus- 
sians are contemplating to move back. 
In the measure that the depression 
hits France—at last—the exiled Rus- 
sians are beginning to feel the pinch 
and never having taken out French 
citizenship, they do not come within 
those categories of citizens who are 
eligible for state relief. 

On the other hand, Russia reports 
a shortage of labor and especially a 
shortage of specialists, Count Ig- 
natieff, for instance, is a hydro-elec- 
tric engineer working for the Ontario 
hydro electric commission. If he de- 
cides to stay in Russia, there will be 
no difficulty in finding employment.

Lower Tax Rate on To- 
bacco and Liquor With 
Greater Net Return and 
Less Bootlegging Is Con- 


gress Plan. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
principle of lower taxes as means of 
increasing consumption has been ar- 
gued over and over again without re- 
sult, but the house ways and means 
committee exidently thinks it is worth 
trying once more to convince con- 
gress that there's more revenue for 
the government and more money for 
the producer in a tax system that 
does not scare off the consumer. 

Tobacco and liquor taxes are the 
two levies applied on the sales of 
commodities selling at retail in large 
quantities, 

The producer of tobacco, backed by 
members of congress from tobacco dis- 
tricts, feels that a 40 per cent reduc- 
tion in tax rates will mean a larger 
amount of tobacco in use and that the 
government, in the long rin, will col- 
lect more revenues. 

How About Liquor. 


The treasury is doubtful about it 
and dislikes to take the risk of tem- 
porary declines in revenue while the 
transition is being made. 

Also, if the principle is sound as it 
relates to tobacco, it is even sounder 
as applied to liquor. The government 
is inclined to concede that the boot- 
legger is thriving nowadays, notwith- 
standing intensive efforts to squelch 
the unlawful trade, but that such ef 
forts are hardly as effective as bring- 
ing down the prices to the consumer 
through a reduction in taxes. 

But, here, again, fear of temporary 
loss in revenue has prevented gov- 
ernment officials from agreeing to a 


-lower tax for liquor. Representative 


McCormack, of Massachusetts, has in- 
troduced a bill to revert to the old 
taxes which were in effect in the pre- 
prohibition era. A considerable senti- 
ment for a lower rate on liquor taxes 
exists in congress. 

Low Rates, Greater Return. 

There is something far more sig- 
nificant in this trend than the sup- 
port which comes from advocates of a 
particular reduction in a given field. 
For, in the first of the post-war years, 
the treasury favored and congress ac- 
cepted the idea of constantly lower 
taxes as a means of stimulating larger 
returns. 

Taxes. as a whole, are today one 
of the biggest items in the cost of do- 
ing business. Corporation ‘taxes are 
indirectly felt in the retail prices of 
goods, but all forms of sales tax leg- 
islation have failed, nevertheless. The 
idea of spreading the tax base is not 
yet accepted as the proper policy, 
though it has staunch advocates. 

President Roosevelt intends that 
Secretary Morgenthau and his staff 
during the summer months shall make 
a survey of possible changes in the tax 
structure and be ready with recom- 
mendations when congress reconvenes 
next January. Undoubtedly, much at- 
tention will be given to the question 
of duplicating or overlapping taxes as 
between the federal government and 
the states. 


Summer for Agitation. 


Some new sources of taxation will 
be necessary if the federal budget is 
to be balanced, but most of all an 
increased yield from existing tax 
methods will be necessary. Hence, the 
economic law that the lower the tax 
the higher the return may come in 
for considerable discussion as a means 
of raising revenue. 

The advocates of the 40 per cent 
reduction of tobacco taxes are not 
sure they can succeed at this session 
of congress, But a favorable report 
from the ways and means committee 
and possibly a favorable vote by the 
house will put the tobacco group in a 
better position during the summer 
and at the next session to press their 
claims even if no legislation is ob- 
tainable in the few remaining weeks 
of the present session. 

To Curb ’Leggers. 

The government has been estimated 
to be an 80 per cent partner in the 
industry. Hence, the importance of 
revenues from this business which has 
shown a decline during the depres- 
sion. The manufacturers feel that a 
reduction in tax can be passed on to 
the consumer and that it will mean 
an increased consumption of machine- 
made cigarets and diminution of the 
“roll-your-own,” on which the govern- 
ment collects much l@ss revenue. 

The demand for lower taxes on 
liquor is beginning to be taken seri- 
ously; not so much as a means of in- 
creasing consumption but as a means 
of increasing the opportunity of the 
lawful industry to get a larger share 
of the existing business which the 
bootlegger and unlawful distributor 
now control. Here the question of low- 
er prices through lower taxes has a 
direct relationship to increasing the 
treasury s revenues, even though the 
total consumption of legal and illegal 
liquor does not increase, 

Government officials are slowly 
learning that there are two sides to 
the tax problem—and the consumer's 
side may some day become the same 
as the government’s, especially if 
there are increased revenues resulting 
from a better distribution of the prod- 
ucts concerned.

NRA is hopeful that with 85 per 
cent of establishments supporting lo- 
cal agreements there will be no neces- 
sity for legal protection of these 
against chiseling by the minority. The 
method is expected to develop a much 
greater reliance on display of the Bine 
Eagle by complying egtablishments as 
a trade-getting measure. 

A few other trades already are on a 
localized code basis, notably laundries 
which have the option of adopting 
minimum price regulations that way. 
In no locality, however, has a_ local 
laundry code been adopted as yet.

COMPROMISE OFFERED 
IN CALIFORNIA STRIKE 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—(A) 


On the heels of fierce rioting at two 
Pacific coast waterfronts, a compro- 
mise plan for settlement of the long- 
shoremen’s strike was offeredsby em- 
ployers through a federal mediation 
board here tonight. 


The offer, which came shortly after 
a reported deadlock in negotiations 
preceding the rioting, would apply to 
all ports and ineludes provisions for 
recognition of the International Long- 
shoremen’s ‘Association and _ joint 
operation of hiring halls.

More than 2.000 years ago, long 
before anyone had traveled “around 


the world.” bright-minded Greeks fig- | 


ured out that the earth must have a 
round shape. 


he ¢ould not see some 0 
observed by people in Greece; and 
this fact could be explained by. the 
idea of the earth being round. 


They knew that when | 


a man traveled southward into Egypt. | 
f the stars! 


earth can block certain stars from 
our view. We do not see the star 
group known as the Southern Cross, 
but it is in plain view of people who 
live in Brazil. If our earth were 
flat, we should be able to see the 
Southern Cross, and people in Argen- 
tina would be able to look at the 
Great Dipper and the North Star. 

Another thing which made some of 
the olden Greeks believe the earth to 
be round was the curve of the shadow 
on an eclipse of the moon. They fig- 
ured that the earth caused the shadow 
by getting in the way of sunlight, 
and they were right. 

Modern travels have proved heyond 
all doubt that the earth is round, 
though it is not quite a perfect ball. 
There is a little flattening at the 
poles, and perhaps it is better to com- 
pare the earth with an orange than 
with a ball. 

We think of the distance around 
the earth being “almost 25.000 miles,” 
and that is correct at the equator; 
but suppose a person goes around the 
globe at 40 degrees north latitude— 
does he travel “almost 25,000 miles?” 
No, indeed! A journey like that 
would he thousands of mfles shorter 
than a trip along the line of the equa- 


tor. 

With the help of a map-globe and 
a tape measure, you can measure the 
distance “around. the world” at the 
equator, and at different latitudes, 
and ean figure the number of miles 
which would be covered along differ- 
ent routes.

They ran the first 500-mile automobile race at Indianapolis 
in 1911. The average time was 74.59 miles per hour. They 
will run it again on May 30. | 

That was moving along in those days when the hoss and | 
buggy were still the accepted modes of transportation and the | 
steam automobiles were the fastest things in the road. 

Today one can get in a low-priced stock car and beat the 
winning time of 1911 on any stretch of paved road. Sir Mal- 
colm Campbell has driven a car of special construction down 
a Straight-away course more than 270 miles per hour. 

Pete DePaola, nephew of Ralph DePalma, was the 
first driver to force his car around the brick oval at an 
average speed of more than 100 miles per hour. That 
was in 1925 and I was vtting in the press box that day, 
smelling the reek of ho! castor oil and listening to the 
awful whine of the tires and the roar of the crowd as 
the cars climbed high on the turns. 

Pete DePaola needed four hours and 36 minutes to drive 
that 500 miles in an average time of 101.13 miles per hour. 

Now look. The winner in 1911 would have needed 
two more hours to complete the race. That gives an 
idea of how much faster automobiles had stepped out 
from 1911 to 1925. 
| have seen four of those races and they are a great show. 

Twenty-five men have died at the track in its 23 years of 
existence. Most of them died in warm-ups before the big 
event and in the speed trials necessary to qualify.

Ross Carries Fight © 
To McLarnin, Wins 


Jewish Whirlwind Adds Welter Title to His 
Lightweight Crown; Referee’s Vote Decides. 


By Edward J. Neil. 


A little black-haired whirlwind from Chicago, glittery-eyed Barney Ross, 
wrote a brand-new chapter in ringdom’s fantastic history tonight as he 
added Jimmy McLarnin’s welterweight crown to his own lightweight 
championship and ended the belting domination the Vancouver Irishman 
has held over Jewish ringmen for the past half dozen years. 

He carved his new record into the books in the boldest, most daring 
manner, the way everybody said it could not be done, by outslugeging 
McLarnin, the dynamiter, through 15 savage rounds to win the decision 
of Referee Ed Forbes after two judges had failed to agree on the winner. 

A mammoth crowd estimated at 65,-% 
000, paying $225,000 to see a match 
that sounded the knell for the depres- 
sion in boxing, stood for several min- 
utes as Forbes raised Barney’s hand 
and roared their approval of the boy 
from Chicago’s Ghetto who succeed- 
ed where his illustrious predecessor, 
Benny Leonard, failed against Jack 
Britton in 1922. 

CROWD PLEASED. 

In the minds of that huge throng, 
largest since Jack Sharkey took the 
heavyweight title from Max Schmel- 
ing in this same, arena two years 
ago, there was little reason for the 
indecision of the judges, and most of 
the experts agreed with the crowd, 

From the second through the eighth 
round, the dynamic little Ross, rising 
to ring immortality, tore into the big- 
ger, heavier McLarnin and punched 
with him, welcoming every exchange 
as few men over the Irishman’s 12- | 
year career ever have dared to do. 

He started blood seeping from Jim- | 
my’s nose in the fourth round with | 
left hooks that crackled’ into the 
champion’s head with the snap of a 
black snake whip. 

In the ninth he got off the floor 
after a left hook half belted, half- 
pushed him from his feet, to thunder 
back into McLarnin with a retaliating 
southpaw smash that dumped Jimmy 
unceremoniously on his haunches in 
i the resin. 

DIFFERENT TYPE. 

Neither took a count in the round 
that turned the tide momentarily tor 
the Irishman who in his thumping | 
prime smashed out Kid Kaplan, Sid 
Terris. Al Singer, Joey Sangor, Ruby 
Goldstein, and even the great Benny 
Leonard himself before colliding this 
night with a different type of Jewish 
'fighter—a boy with a jaw of steel.

Mrs. Roosevelt Visits 


U. S. Women’s Prison 


ALDERSON, W. Va., May 28.— 
(/)—Visiting southern West Virginia 
for the first time, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt today praised the federal in- 
dustrial institution for women for its 
work in rehabilitation of its inmates.

CHURCH TO FORM 
WELFARE GROUP 


Presbyterians Also Re- 


ject Proposal To Rejoin 
Federal Church Council. 


MONTREAT, N, C., May 28.—(?) 
The general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the United States to- 
day decided to remain outside the 


Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America, from which it withdrew 
in 1931, and voted. to create a com- 
mittee on social and. moral welfare, a 
proposal that was rejected by the 1933 
assembly. 

Reafliliation with the federal coun- 
cil was recommended by the assem- 
bly’s committee on foreign relations, 
but a minority report, posing the 
step, was substituted for the. - atid 
report by a vote of 170 to 79 

Dr. William Crowe, of St. Louis, a 
former moderator and a member of 
the committee that drafted the instra- 
ment leading to formation of the coun- 
cil in 1918, led the fight against re- 


entry. 
Eeclestical Bloe. 

The council, Dr. Crowe declared, is 
not the voice of Protestantism in 
America, and has not been properly 
reorganized to be ‘compatible with 
Presbyterian theology. In effect, he 
said, the council has become an ec- 
clesiastical bloc, contending with other 
ee for position in American 
life. 

Dr. H. V. Carson, of Montgomery, 
Ala., speaking for the majority report, 
asserted that “misinformation is the 
basis of almost all charges brought 
against the council.” 

He said the much-discussed state- 
ment favoring birth control, given 
out a few years afo, was the work of 
a subcommittee, and had never receiv- 
ed council approval. He denied that 
the group has “communistie tenden- 


cies.’ 
Atlantan Agrees. 

Others upholding the majority re- 
port included Dr. George Sumney, of 
New Orleans and Dallas, a former 
moderator and former member of the 
council’s executive committee; Dr. J. 
L. Howe, of Washington and Lee 
University, Lexington, Va., and Dr. 
M. M. MeFerrin, of Augusta, Ga., 
chairman of the standing committee 
that submitted the report. 

Those fav ing the minority report 
were: The Rev. A. Dillard, Char- 
lotte, N. C.; Suiiee Willis M. Ever- 
ett, Atlanta, Ga., the Rev. J. H. 
Viser, Greenville, S. C.; Dr. J. S. 
Foster. Winston-Salem, N. C.; the 
Rev. R. L. MeNair, Brookland, Va., 
and others. gD 

The assembly reversed a decision 
of the previous ‘assembly in voting for 
the creation of a committee on social 
and moral welfare, 

The assembly voted a sicadiaal of its 
committee on bills and overtures for 
appointment of the beard by a voice 
vote after a substitute motion, which 
would have eliminated the recommen- 
dation, had been rejected, 161 to 103. 

By its phraseolo#, the recommen- 
dation limits the committee for the 
first year “to reporting a program of 
scope and attitude for our church to 
the next assembly.” 

The 1933 assembly voted down a 
proposal advanced by the Rev. Stuart 
R. Oglesby, of Atlanta, for such a 
board after a lively debate, which was 
reproduced today before final action 
was taken. 

Tribute Paid Cannon: 

In the course of the debate tribute 
was paid to Bishop James Cannon 
Jr., who headed a similar board for 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, for his fight on the liquor traf- 
fic, in an address by the Rev. D. H. 
Scanlon, of Durham. Bishop Cannon’s 
board was abolished at the recent gen- 
eral conference of the church, its du- 
ties being devolved upon other 
agencies. 


ROOSEVELT POLICIES 
DRAW BYRD ATTACK 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(P)— 
A &trong indictment of regulatory pol- 
icies of the Roosevelt administration 
came tonight from Senator Byrd, dem- 
ocrat, Virginia, with the assertion that 
“we see today a bureaucracy being 
rapidly built up here in Washington 
to control the daily activities of our 
people such as no one has before even 
remotely suggested or anticipated.” 

The Virginia senator said that the 
bureaucracy was being built up in the 
face of assurances in the democratic 
platform. 

Previously, Byrd had assailed pro- 
posed amendments to the farm act on 
the grounds they gave dictatorjal pow- 
er to the secretary of agriculture. 

He used the proposed amendments 
tonight as a vehicle to assail the “‘prin- 
ciple of the continuing extension of 
regulatory powers over every business 


activity.” 

“The platform adopted by the dem- 
ocratic party,” he said, “assured the 
American people that unnecessary and 
unwise regulatory laws would be re- 
pealed and our government restored 
to the people with the least possible 
interference with our private affairs 
consistent with orderly government. 

“By this I do not mean that evils 
that have heretofore existed should 
not be eradicated; but the average 
American should be permitted to con- 
duct his legitimate business operations
